be judged from the wreckage, all point 
lo her as the American Girl. This 
sehiioiier, it will be renieinliereil. w.-i:^ lust 
in Ihe fieree gales ol' last Xovoiiiber, 
while en riHite from San I'^'raneisen I'or 
rm-l llailliiek I'nr luiiilier ear^-o. Tlie 
Cehisa, llie l.ilicrtad and three other 
craft perished in the same autiinuial 
leiiipesl. while the Highland I.i^'bt and 
b'erris S. 'I'liiimpsnn esenped, the loruier j 
giving as a last report from the Girl that' 
she had seen her olT the Cape battling 
with (he storm. She Iiad then onl.v a 
foresail set. and ^\.-ls seemingly being 
lilinvu out to sea. Her crew nuinbered 
eight men all told, and as none have 
ever been heard from, the well-grounded 
supposilioii is tliat all found sailor's 
graves. The spot at wliieh the wreck- 
age now lies is in the trend of tho north- 
ern current, -while it is no wonder that 
earlier reports have not been received, 
as there are no Xiidinns now making 
their bouii> on the island and it is but 
very iufrequently visited, and abounds in 
littie inlets entirely obscured to passing 
ships.

Well Known) A'ictoria ^larinor Appointed 
to the Xaiiainio Pilotage District. 

Captain William Meyer, tor many 
years identilieil with the navigation of 
.Xortliern waters for the Canadhin Paci- 
lic Navigation Company has recently 
been appointed to the Nanaimo pilotage 
district, and enters upon his new duties 
there to-day. 'JSjc new Nanaimo pilot 
will reanire no introduction to anyoue 
who has at any time been acquainted 
with steamboating in Northwotst -n-aters. 
He was born in (Jermany in IS.'i;!, and 
after following the sea in various parlft 
of Ibo world arrived in Victoria iirdiargo 
of Ihe bark lOstella, liringiiig lli(^ lirst 
water pipe ever reeeived in this eily. The 
bark ran into lOstiuiinalt harbor during 
a lieuvy gaie, and was obliged to i:ut 
away the masts to keep ofl the roeks; 
while .awaiting repairs Captain .Meyer 
bee.ame acquainted with Miss lleiirieltii 
.^loore, a dauglUer of tlie well known 
steaniboatniaii. Captain Miuire, pioneet- 
iind founder of Skagway and the White 
I'asi-: route, and before li'aving, was mar- 
ried lo this young lady. The Kstella 
liHided spars at L't.sajady for the Cape 
of (!oiid Hope, and after taking lier 
round the world again. Captain Meyer 
returned to Victoria and began steiim- 
boatiug witli ids father-in-law. When 
(.Japtain Moore retired from the business. 
Captain Meyer entered tho service of the 
C.l'.N. Co., with whom ho remained un- 
til quite recently, lieing most of the tinio 
in conimaud of the steamer Uauube ou 
the Northern route. In addition to being 
a skilful navigator. Captain Meyer is 
cited by the Marine History of the 
Northwest as "an expert and auuiority on 
marine .law."

The 27th annual meeting of the British 
Columbia Trotcstnut Orphans' Iloiii'^ 
wns held yostcrJsi.v afternoon in th 
city liiiH. His AVorsliip M.i.vor llaywnrd 
. iu the chair. There were also present. 
Dr. AVikon.v R<!V. B. G. Miller. E. 0, 
'Bilker, R. S. Day, Wni. Scowcroft, X;

After l)rayei-c< by the Rev. D. \Vilsoii and 
the ilitiposal of routine bnsiness, a letter 
from llev. Dr. Campbell regretting his 
inability to attend was receired, after 
which the president subuutted the fol- 
Jowing report. 

Victoria, B.C., April 30th, lOOO. 

Ladies and Gcneltmen: This, the 27tb an- 
nual meeting of the snbscribers of the home 
for orphan, destitute and other children, 
finds tbe institution stiil engaged in its no- 
ble work, and succeeding beyond the moat 
sanguUic expectation of Its founders, lu 
contributing not only to the comfort and 
physieul well being of Its beneficiaries, 
but also endeavoring to exercise an Inllu- 
ouco for liood over them, so that lu due 
Lourtie they may Ijo flttod to assume their 
jiropor sliure of the responsibilities anil 
duties of raen aud women, tbe far-reach- 
ing effects of which It is impossible to es- 
timate. 

The unsuccessful effort made last year to 
secure legislative eaactmeut, enabling tlie 
"offlcers of the home to assume the le;,'al 
guardlaushlp of tlio neglectod and desert- 
ed children coming under tholr care, sliuuUl 
not discourafio renewed cflorts In that 
direction. The Injportanoe ot this sub- 
ject can scarcely be overstated, aud It may 
be safely asuerted that the usefulness of 
the home wouhl be doubled It the author- 
ities were placed la a position to provide 
foster homes for some of these chlldreii by 
accepting some of the many applications 
for adoption, constantly being received. 
Tlie fear, and almost certainty, of the un- 
natural parent clalndng the children, as 
soon as they have passed the perils and 
trials of early childhood, and can be made 
useful or proUtable, effectually deters and 
prevents their being adopted; and as most 
of the api)llcatlons for children come from 
the farming districts. It Is obvious that 
advantages would accrue to the whole prov- 
ince If our surplus city children could be 
comfortably placed In situations where they 
' would acquire habits and Icnowledge fitting 
i'th'em for prosperous and useful cltizonsbip 
hereafter. 

With regard to the grand jury's report 
. made after their recent visit to the home, 
it should be stated that the suggestions 
' therein for making the institution more 
;,. hoinellke. -and for more modern fittings for 
(. - the dormitories, pictiues for 'the walls, In- 
. terior decorations, etc., meets with the 
; hearty approval of the managers, and it ^ 
Is hoped' that during tbe coming year suffl- 
■ 'dent funds may bo available to carry out 
'at least some of these improvements. Un- 

• fortunately, bowever, the prime and first 
necessity of providing good wholesome 
food, and plenty of 1 t, suitable warm cloth- 
ing, i)oot8and shoes, etc., have hitherto tax- 
ed our resources to the utmost, and has been 
practically prohibitive against anything in 
the line of luxuries or decorations. The 
kindness of the grand Jury In drawing pnb- 
41c attention to these necessities may, It 
is hoped, result In these matters receiving 
the support and attention thoy deserve. 

The Imnorary's treasurer's report submit- 
ted to-day has been brought up to date, 
and therefore Includes fourteen months' 
business, The reatcn fur Ihls, we regret 
to state, Is that our present c^ribdent treas- 
nrc^r, .Mr. A. C. Flunierfelt, linds It i.'eees- 
sary, owing to contemplated nbsouce from 
the city, to decline reappointment. 

The falling off ot the amount received 
from subserliitUins, points only to the- need 
of more systematle collections, anil must 
not be taken as indicating In any way tlie 
lack of generous sympathy with the work! 
Our large committee of maiuigers sln)Ulil 
ue subdivided Into Hmaller and more prac- 
tical bodies, for specific purposes, and par- 
ticularly for providing the necessary funds. 
Hitherto nearly the whole of this labor has 
fallen upon one or two offlcers, who recent- 
ly have been unable to devote the neces- 
sary time to it, and consequently many 
first-class contributors hare fallen Into ar- 
rears, and but few new ones obtained. 

The annual outing of the orphans nnii 
their friends by rail to Duncans, kindly 
provided by the Messrs. Duusniuir free of 
charge, was much oujoyed. and resuUed In 
the substantial sum of .'<.'i2(i..'!.'i being added 
to our funds. It 1:; nut yet known wluil 
direction thiii year's oxeur.slon may lai>e, 
but It is understcKxl that those having the 
mutter in hand will shortly have a pleasur- 
able announcement to make. 

The ladles atlll have full control of the 
Internal affairs or the lionie, and to their 
(■eonomlcal and wise aduilnlsl rat Ion Is dm; 
the fact that an average of nearly llfly-slx 
children during Uieyear have b(Mm lu-ovlded 
witli a warm (it not elegantly furnished) 
home, well fe<l aud clothed, at u cost, In- 
clniiing all charges, of $03.riO per capita, or 
.f.').;!! less than the average cost of the 
last seven years. 

Thankfid reference is made in. the lady 
president's rei)ort to many Icind gifts and 
loving help, and the matron's statement, 
published monthly,, .acknowledges In detail 
other generous assistance received, and it 
Is not ncistmaxr to «»y ntore, «xcept, per- 
haps, to express. the hope that the never 
falling "sympathy of the general public In 
this iDStltuttOn may be further supplement- 
ed by.»nbre:,freflupnt visits to the home. 
It Is most encohrnglng to the matron and 
officers and cannot fall btit have a salu- 
tary effect on the Innnites, If they knew 
, and felt that though deprived of the loving 

• care of their natural protectors, they were 
Burrounde<l by active friends who in some 
menHure attempt to fill their places, and 
are sincerely anxious for their present and 
future welfare. ' , ' .7.

Though they nniy miss the lit- 
tle Indlvldtial attentions that other boys 
and girls more favored perhaps amy have, 
W(! must remember that to the untiring en- 
ergy anil watchfulness of our excellent and 
f.'lthtnl matron, .Mrs. McLiregor, the pres- 
ent satisfactory coiuUtlon of affairs is dne. 

The plan recently adopted by the ladles' 
committee in placing children out at ser- 
vice or to learn a trade, haa proven nuist 
satisfactory. We have secured for tliree 
or four Imys good plaues at reasonable )ia.v, 
who In return give a small portion to the 
home for board. Seven ot our girls are giv- 
ing satisfaction In as many different homes. 
We regret exceedingly not being able to 
accept of some hapi>y foster homes that 
have been offered for little ones under our 
care. A committee of our ladles, kludly ac- 
companied by Mr. H. D. Helmcken, Availed 
upon the ex-Premler, with a view to hav- 
ing something done lu this connection while 
the legislative assembly was in session, 
but though promising an early considera- 
tion, no favorable results came from tbe in- 
terview. 

I cannot close this report without e.xtend- 
Ing our grateful thanks to all who by kinil 
deeds or donations of food, clothing or 
money, have enabled ns to prcjvlde In the 
most economical way fur the children now 
lu our care, and for demanils likely to be 
nuide tipon us at any time. I'iirtleularly 
would we remend)er those who so kindly 
canu' to our aid at (."hrlstmas time, and by 
their assistance land genercnis gifts deeor- 
ated tlie tree, wlileU, I hough now pasi, nas 
thing of beauty while It lasted and great- 
ly enjoyed by the children, who. fortun- 
ately, were all In good health this year 
and able to cnjo.v It and partlcii)ale In the 
good things provided for tlie Christinas illn- 
uer. 

In connection with the tree this year, we 
arranged a. competition among our older 
girls, for the best bread made by them, and 
awarded prizes. Their work was certainly 
a credit to them and the Idea proved very 
successful. I jnlght also mention here 
tliat the needlework done by the girls is 
worthy of comment, they having surprised 
each of the ladies of the committee with a 
small gift of their own making. 

Unr thanks are again due to Mr. W. F. 
Best, for his lantern exhibition In connec- 
tion with tlie Christmas entertainment, 
which dellglited so many little hearts. 

Onr unbounded thanks are due to Mr. S. 
M. Robins, of Xunalmo, for his more than 
generous donation of coal, when wo con- 
sider that it means llfty-elght tons of coal 
at .fo.no per ton. 

We are also Indebted to Miss Glover for 
the self-denying anti painstaking manner In 
which she has persevered In her weekly 
class of kiridergarteu teaching among the 
.'linger children. 

We must also gratefully mention the au- 
thorities of the rrovinclal Itoyal Jubilee 
llo.spital for rendering gratuitous medical 
and surgical services. The grateful thanks 
of tbe committee la also accorded to Dr. 
.Milne, Dr. O. U. Jones, Dr. Herman Robert- 
son and Dr. ITraser for attendance at the 
innne. 

The Stoneyhurst Working Party also have 
materially aided us by their useful dona- 
tions of well-made clothing.

A B. C. KOBESPIERKI';. 

The playwright put those words into 
the mouth of Bobespieree: 
" No. Tell your master it will not do. 

France wants no puling infants. 

France wants a strong man. 

France wants me." 

This is the language, quoted from 
memory, supposed to have been ad- 
dro.ssed by tho groat French revolution- 
ist to the confidential emissary of 
Charle.s Fox. A young man by tho 
name of Mclnnes seems to have heard a 
whisper to the same efEect, and he has 
<'onie forward in response to tho call. 
'I'lie difference belwoon tho Robespierre 
of France and our homo-made article is 
that the former died when he lost his 
head, while the latter has lost his head 
but not died, although his political de- 
nii.so is not far distant. 

It is dilUcult to take this yming man 
very seriously. He ha.s a certain 
amount of talent. Indeed, if a political 
balance wheel could be attached tu him 
he would not be without his uses. J!ut 
at i)resenl he is uugoveriied ami 
governable. lie was elected to repre- 
sent tho constituency of Vancouver in 
the House of Commons in 189G. In 
1S98 he became impressed with the idea 
that his services were nee<led in th 
loi'al house, and un .May 2(j of that yea 
he addressed the electors in a pronuucia- 
mento from which we make some 
tracts: 

I( is therefore with feelinj,'s of regret 
that I annouMC(> to you my iiiti'ntioii of 
resigning m\ Dominion seat, for the 
l)arpose of conlesling a coDstitiieucy in 
the ;i[)proachint: provincial elections 
have arrived at this detormiiiatioii only 
after mature deliberation and U|)on tl 
urgent solicitation of many friends, who 
consider that at this critical lime in the 
development of our province a larger 
field of practical usefulness presents it- 
.self in the local legislature. 

In this new political si)liere my coursf 
will be as in the past and dictated alone 
by what appears to be in tlie most per- 
mnneut interests of tho people.

A swift carnival of 
plunder would swing for n day, amid 
ruinous and un?iccountable folly, and 
dijiw to a close in commeroinl chaos and 
a long night of black disappointment. 

Our province calls for its beat men; 
Jt needs tlicir ^best service. ,j Let ua 
itherefore recognizeiit to.be; ourisupreme 
duty nt thin critical hour toVcast aside 
the inisorable rags of an imported party- 
isni, and as British Columbians, -united 
and confident, grasp our opportunities 
with wisdom, vigor anil hope. Above 
all should we concentrate our efforts 
towards securing from all parties, classes 
and sei'fions. without small or selfish 
distinction, men strong in hope, sound in 
principlo and safe in action, wherewith 
to form the strongest possible legisla- 
ture and the most capable and honest 
ndministnition. Thus only can our un- 
paralleled heritage be safely and fairly 
adniinistereil and made the basis of an 
early, full and perninnent prosperity. 

I will shortly take occasion to visit 
you and enhirge upon tho above briofiy 
stated views. Before closing, permit me 
to again express my deepest appreciation 
of the confideiiee with which yon have 
honored and oncourage<l me, and to 
assure yon that, as a British (Columbian, 
it will continue to be niy highest duty— 
wheilior in a public or private capacity— 
to do all I can to increase the general 
prosperity and heighten the prestige of 
our imperial province.

The 
province kept on calling for " its best 
men." and this particular best man, in 
stead of boldly pl.in.ging into the gulf, 
like that Roman fellow that wo road 
about in history, hied away to Ottawa 
forgot nil about the " magnificent oppor 
tunities " and loft us to struggle alon'. 
amid '• mediocrity," "greed," "timidity,' 
" ruinous and unaccountable folly," and 
a lot of other things^ 

Last .Tuly Mr. Mclnnes was again 
moved by the spirit of resignation, but 
this time ho was only going to maki 
solemn protest ngiiiiist tho manner 
which Sir Wilfrid T.aurier had treated 
the Mongolian question. He made his 
declaration in the most public way 
with sufficient oratorical fireworks tc 
ignite halt the coal mines on Vancouver 
Island. Did ho resign? Well, not to 
any conspicuous extent. Now ho is on 
the warpath again. This time the ob- 
je(!t of his divine rngp is Mr. Dunsmuir 
Mr. Dunsmuir is to bo exterminated. 
There is some doubt in the mind of ^Ir. 
Jlclnnos whether Mr. Dunsmuir shall 
be oHovred any standing room in this 
world or the next. He hos only one 
hope, only one aspiration, namely to 
pulverize Mr. Dunsmuir. The exact 
nature of Mr. Dunsmuir's offence is not 
at present known, but it is doubtless 
something very terrible, for Mr. Mclnnes 
is prepared to contest all and sundry 
constituencies in order to make the work 
of extenuination swift and doubly sure. 

"The bowildering possibilities," " the 
glorious sunrise." " the cominon ial 
chaos," " the black disappointment," 
" the unparallolod heritage," and all the 
other verbal gymiiaslies of tho 1SU,S 
proniinciamento have, like the " eloud- 
capt towers " and other things that 
Shakespeare tells of, faded from vision, 
and nothing remains but the .spectacle of 
little .Tack the Giant-Killer, clad in the 
impenetrable mail of bis self-conceit, 
marching forth to slay tho Awful Ogre. 
But he has not yet resigned from the 
House of Commons.

Colonist which discloses a State of things 
In government circles In Victoria, which, 
but a few mouths ago, no one could have 
believed pos.slblo of oeeurreiiee la lirltlsh 
Columbia. -We liave been ut aonie trouble 
to assure onrsolves that the statement 
made by the Colonist Is correct, anil regret 
tliiit the Information we have obtained 
leavi-s no doubt about the matter. 

'J'be Colonist goes so fully into the de- 
tails and gives sneli coin|ilcii' informallon 
In regard to the law on the subject of the 
Issininci" of si)eeial warrants, that It Is not 
Mc(-ess:u-y for as to do sii. Sutllce it to say 
lliat for reasou.s which will be aiiparent 
lo nny thoughtful persnn, the power of tli(! 
I.li'iitenaiit-(;ovorii(u'-in-C"nnell to Issue spe- 
cial warrants for e.\peiidllnres nut autlior- 
Iscil li.v ih,' li-glslatiire. Is strictly limited fo 
i-ases of eaiergenoy or for purposes the ne- 
(■•-ssity of which could not be foreseen and 
lirovldcil for by the legislature. Appropri- 
ations f"£ ordinary e.xpenilltiires or for the 
■ ai-i-yiug out of public works not made ne- 
cessary or advisable tbrongU some accident 
or unexpected circumstance, are not such 
purposuH na can by any stretch of tho con- 
struction of the law be brought within the 
l aiogory of expendltut© which can be pro- 
vided for by the Issuaucc of special war- 
rants. 

Now, what do we learn that the govern- 
ment has Just done? That It has Issued 
a special warrant for $4,000 for the con- 
struction of a portion of the trunk road 
between Nanaimo and Comox! This Is a new 
piece of work, the completion of which Is, 
of course, desirable, but not more so than 
similar undertakings In many other parts 
of the province. The matter has been be- 
fore tho legislature for several years. It 
Is probable than an appropriation for tho 
purpose would have been made by the late 
government had It been able to poss the 
timates at the last session. But lio gov- 
ernment which desired to keep within tho 
law would proprisi- to provide for this ex- 
penditure by the Issuance of a special war- 
rant and without any anthorlzatloa by the 
legislature. 

What, It may be asked, has led n govern- 
ment controllea by a premier who pro- 
Tesses so much respect for popular rights 
IS .Mr. .Martin does, tr) (K'fy the authority 
if the legislature so lliigrantly as has been 
lone by the Issuance of this special war 
rant? The facts stated by thi? Colonist— 
and which we have ascertained are accur- 
ate--supply an answ(?r to this question. It 
Is a deliberate attempt to cormi/t the vot- 
ers of C«mox-a bribe to tbeai to support 
the most extraordinary of all .Mr. Martin's 
i.-olleciion of cabinet curiosities In his can- 
didature for the seat for that district. There 
Is no possible escape from that conclusion 
because Mr. Ryder himself Is traversing 
the district and showing the warrant as 
an inducement to tho voters to support 
him. Wq have had In the past to condemn 
tho action of tho provincial government for 
expending, money appropriated by tho legis- 
lature iu such a manner na to Influence 
electors In supporting the administration, 
lint In those cases the leelsluture had duly 
authorized such appropriations; it was only 
In the method of their expenditure that 
there was room for hostile crltlolsiu. But 
iu tho present Instance we llnd the gov- 
ernment takltig upon Itself to Issue a .special 
warrant, absolutely In dellance of the law 
and for the especial object of corrupting 
a constituency, the Finance Minister, for 
whose particular usslstauce It is done, de- 
la ring openly to the electors that they must 
support hini on account of this expendi- 
ture. 

We need not waste any words In condein- 
uatlon of a premier vi-be, as the attorney- 
general, has to advise the lleiitenant-gov- 
ornor on the propriety and legality of such 
a courve. It Is only In keeping with many 
other means which Mr. Martin has taken 
in the desperate efl'ort to secure support 
from tho electors. But it Is painful to be 
forced to come to tho conclusion that the 
cli.lof executive of the province cannot es- 
cape from tho conrteuinallon which every 
voter, who desires honest and upright ad- 
ministrative methods will pass on those 
who have been guilty ot such conduct as 
this. As shown- by his letter to Mr. yem- 
Iln, the Lieutenant-Governor was so well 
aware of the extreme caution trblch should 
be exercised In ■ the use of j special -i.war- 
rants, that he then thought it preferable to 
refuse to assent to, the. Issuance'; of one for 
the purpose of discharging a liability In 
collection with a public work which has 
been dulv authorized by the legislature and 
was I matter of urgent public necessity, 
but which, through unforeseen and uncou-

Beauties of Handel's Great Com 
position tirouglit Out With 
Exquisite Effect; 



U."ht> sL'coud picseututiou of the " Mes- 
siah " at th<.> (liiU hull last cveuius was 
aKiiiu tavorod with, a most gralifyiug 
auendauw. the large audience fiUiug all 
the seats ou the ground floor and flowing 
over into the galleries. The splendid 
patronage extended by the citizens' ot 
Victoria to the two performances of 
Handel's masterpiece was the subject of 
mudi fayoVable comment last evcuiui; 
among those who have labored so hard 
during the past few weeks to make the 
XHitriotic concerts both a financial and 
4tCtiBtic success. The uudortakiiiK was 
imOBt ambitious, for it was felt that a 
^'lUUSical work of such magnitude could 
. not be brought out iu Victoria iu a man- 
ner befitting the lofty nature of Han- 
del's exacting music. In the face of the 
great success achieved, all cavillers 
must dip their colors and own that -Mr. 
Austin must have made a very carern". 
and exact estimate of the musical re- 
sources of Victoria before launching his 
bold venture. Grout praise is duo to all 
the members of the chorus and orch^'Stra 
for their patient, attentive practice and 
tlioir reward lies not only iu the fact 
that they have benefited themselves by 
close study of Handel's great composi- 
tion, but also in being the menus of in 
trodncing such a great oratorio to the 
general public. 

The more intimate one becomes with 
the way in which Handel develops his 
niifihty theme, the greater the apprecia- 
tion and admiration. New beauties 
dawn at every step, veiled suggestions 
are suddenly translated into clear monn- 
ings, and what appeared vague and (n- 
coherent at first glance gradually creeps 
■ out of the mist of indefinitenoss into the 
clear noonday atmosphere of distinctness. 
This is not to imply that the " Messiah " 
is obstruse: on the contrary, it is sim- 
plicity itself, and requires no cryptnp;nim{ 
to interpret its wonderful beauties. It I 
is by virtue of this very simplicity that it | 
has won such universal popularity, for 
iust as the siniido Gospel teacliii 
have won the honiago of millions. 
Handel by shunning all complexities has 
siioeeeded in glorifying his theme. 

In the hnsty notlci> .of Siitnnliiv nlglit's 
concert, Sirs, GrpcnV splenillil sliiplng re- 
ceived Rcnni, If niiy. comment. Tills Is 
sincerely reirrctted, ;is Mr'*. Green's sln^'liic 
of "Come TTnto ITIni. All Ye tli.Tt Labor" 
• was one of the pronounced successes of the 
.evening. ■ In volume, range, tone coloring 
,'hnd method, she proved most acceptnlile 
■i :;There was no npponrnnce of effort, nml the 
Impression wns that of restmlnt and re- 
,* I'serre power. Last evening Mrs. Green 
. ', was ngatn }n mngnlflccnt voice, and entered 
. ilnto the spirit of her song with all the con- 
•: -centratlon of effort characteristic of n, trne 
artist. The nudlenro demonstrated Its ap- 
piy elation .with unstinted applnnse, aiid she 
. "'wntf;' also'' hhiiileiT n basket of llowera. In 
.' ■wMclV roses. rarnntii>ns nnd sweet pens 
■/were ni-rnnged with consumniate taste. Mr. 
; (ildeon 'Hicks. Mr. Tlnnta and ^tr. Pave 
were also miliitentlciniilly Ignored. These 
. three pentlomen acquitted themselves In a 
way that was eminently satisfactory, ^[r. 
nicks la the hnss solo "The I'r'ople thiit 
Walked In Darkness" having an excellent 
opportunity to ncoentuiite the reputation 
hitherto achieved hy him .In local circles. 
Roth Mr. rave nnd Mr. Plnnta sang In t)et- 
tor form last evening. Their solos were 
difficult, and must have recelveil careful 
frtudy. It Is Rufllclent to say that Mrs. 
.Tnnlon, MUs h. Loewen, Mrs. Greg.son, 
Miss Edith Lombard, Miss K. SchI and Mrs. 
P. B. Pcmberton duplicated their trlnmplis 
of the Initial production. Mrs. Greijsnn's 
music possosaed many technical difficulties, 
and her handling of the rapid passages 
made what was really difficult vocalization 
appear comparatively easy. Miss E, Sehl 
made a much better Impression last even- 
ing, her voice hnvlnsr more power nnd ex- 
pression, and, la line, leaving very little, 
if anything, to be desired. The gem of the 
evening from a synthetical standpoint, wns 
the rendering of "He Wns Despised." Miss 
Edith Lombard's singing of this was a 
trpiit. for her voice with its rich, soulful 
coiitr.-ilto Is adadrably adapted for fathos. 
This number ca the programme stands out 
by It.self l)y reason of the finished accom- 
paniment of the orchestra. The first vio- 
lins were singularly dellivite and expres- 
sive, and the second violins, violas, 'cellos 
and doable basses were snflScb'ntly snl)or- 
dlnatcd to produce a rendition that ranks 
superior to any somr instr\i)iii'ntally ac-roiii- 
Ii.'inb'd ever prcsi'nteil by local talent. Tin' 
orchestra wns ;\\sn really wi'll tij) to the 
mark la Mrs. Pcinl/ertoii's s.do. "f Know 
ibat My Itedeemer LIveth." This was an- 
other gem. and. from a melodic aspect, 
perhaps the most delightful number In the 
oratorio. .Mrs. Pemberton's voice In tender- 
ness, carrying power and compass brought 
out very vividly the theme of abiding fiilth. 
Mr. Barton, Mr. Brown and Mr. Jones were 
a grand trio of basses, Mr. Barton's pow- 
erful notes Swelling out with wonderful 
vigor In ."Why Do the Nations," whilst 
Mr. Jones, of Naoalmo, charmed alt In 
"Thus Saith the Lord of Hosts." Mr. 
.Brown In -"Behold, I Tell You a Mystery" 
nnd "The Trumpet Shjill Sound," was In 
fine voice. Mr. North's trumpeting was 
not Hj) to his first night's efforts, the notes 
being too staccato. However, It would be 
difficult to get anyone In the province to 
attempt, much less perform, such a dlffl- 
cnl part. 

The chorus, whilst priMluclng fine effects, 
and having proper attack, did not seem to 
throw the satne enthusiastic energy Into 
their work. "He Trusteil In God that He 
Would Deliver Hint" was beautifully ren- 
dered, the baliiiice betweec all the sec- 
tions being well siistaliied. and the parts 
HtJindlng out dourly anil yet without any 
marring of the ensemble. 

The work of the orohcstr-a evokixl so much 
eulogy last evening that no apology is ne- 
cessary In again referring to that Import- 
ant I'e.itnre of tho evening. The "Pnstoral 
Symphony" was played poetically; _dellcacy; 
of shading, tondornesH of trentmenfi.an^ a. 
good swinging tone being maintained;, It 
was ukarred, though, by one of : th'cf flutes 
being ont;»f time; • 

On ;the first evening some of the wood 
wind players having second parts would 
persist In playing the same parts as the so- 
loists, to- the groat annoyance of the lat- 
ter, and the entire spoiling of many lieau- 
tlful passages. Mr. Austin must have read 
tlit^m a whoio.4onio letison. for !i was no- 
ticed that tlio.v were properly reined last 
evening, and the elTect was ci)ns(.i|ueatly 
much better. 

The ovcrtuire by the orchestra was also 
(executed In finer style, and a bettor oppor- 
tunity was sITorded for appreciating Its 
beauties. 

At the conclusion of la.st evening concert. 
Mr. .T. G. Brown thuughtfidly i)roposed that 
bpfore dlsjierslng a.

His >\'oitship ^Mayor Ilayward presid- 
ed aud the lull board were prcseut. 

The first coniniuuicatiou wa.s one re- 
porting that the perforuiancu at the Drill 
Hall on Saturday i.'veujng— the .Messiah

The .Mayor explained that this com- 
muuicatiuu was written because the couu- 
cil liad iubisted upon certain seating ca- 
pacity iu view of the fact that the city 
had grauted $:!oO iu aid of tlie perform- 
ance.

At Texada 



Force of About Pour Hundred 
Men to Be Put to 
Work There. 



Development of the Mines Justi- 
fies Great Expectations 
Formed of Them. 



From Our Own Correspondent, 

V.aucouver, April 80. — Messrs. Prescolt 
and Scott of the Uuioii Iron Works, Sun 
FranciHoo are to put 400 men to work 
on tlieir Texadu Island iron, miacs right 
away. This important statement is made 
by Mr. J. J. Palmer, who is aasociiitcd 
v,-ith Mr. Christie o£ biscuit fame in 
J(n-i'!oii;M'^' the Miirlile liny niiiios on 
Te.\ada Island. .Mr. I'alnier is enthu- 
siastic- over the j^reat future in sture for 
'J'exada Island. In siK-aUin^,' of the Union 
iron WorUn pr(>i)i'rty -Mr. I'aUiier said 
that it was a veritnljlu mountain of iron, 
and uiarvell(nisly rich. 

llocontly -Messrs. Prcseolt and .Scott .so- 
cured the services of an Auiericau o.\- 
I)ert on iron ore wlio represented ,T. ,T. 
Hill of the Gre.it Norlliern railway as 
well a.s theuiselve«. This expert reported 
in efCect tliat tlie ore was us rich tin any 
iron ore in tlie world, running from O.S 
to 72 per cent, iron; that the dcpasit was 
one uiilo and a quarter in length and that 
l.'iero was apiiro.xiuiately .5,000,001) tons 
of ore in sight. The opinions of other 
experts previoii.sly engaged to e.\aniine 
tlie propei-ty being home out the Union 
Iron Works people concluded that it was 
safe enoiigli for them to go alioad. Mr. 
rainier said that when lie ieft Texada 
men were surveying in the vicinity of 
the mines for the purpose oC constructing 
large substantial wharves to deep water. 
These wharves will be built at onco ami 
an extensive plant installed and between 
three and lour hundred men engaged to 
get out ore. The iron would be sbippod 
straight to San Francisco, but supplies 
and provisions, of course, would have to 
be secured at Victoria or Vancouver. 

In speaking of the general prospects of 
Texada I-sland, Mr. Palmer said that the 
latest trnuisfcr of property was tlie sale 
of the Cotton clainw on Blubber Bay. 
Those crown granted copper cliiims have 
been held by Mr. F. Carter-Cotton for 
the last ten years. Tlie surface showing 
of these claims is better than on aaiy 
other properties on the Island, and Mr. 
I'ahner had him.'ielf traced for 100 yards 
one vein which outcropped 35 or 40 fc-et 
v/ide and ran $35 a ton for 100 yards. 
The purchaser was W. H. Treat, sup- 
erintendent of tlie Van Anda Company. 
The price named is .¥13,000, and corlnlnly 
the ligure was well up in tlie thousands. 

The Van Anda people are now down 
over 400 fcec with good showings, and 
up to dato have (treated 0,000 tons of ore, 
w hich have netted then? In" all- vahies 
$150,000. 

The ore is in limestone and found in 
IKjcketK, the formation being the same all 
oi'cr the Island. A liiige Ijoulder of ore 
afi big as a hou.se would bo met with 
running very rieli then this would pinch 
do\vn to tlirei> or four feet, .sometimes to 
a .stringer and then wiilen out very large; 
again. Tlie Van Anda had proved ore 
in ))lacD down to the 400-faot level 4ind 
this had cneoiirageil other mine owners 
to lievoiopment work.

Kleii- 
cliuiidt iV- Christie, have a good showing, 
he liad been told, on their Georgia group, 
and as far as his pro|;)crties were con- 
cerned he wag much pleased Trith results 



thus far. He and Mr. Christie of Toron- 
to owned the claims and thoy were not 
attempting to treat any ore except that 
which hud been thrown out in develop- 
ment work. They were making a mine 
of their property. They had decided to 
.seo the ore for themselves and succese 
assured befoi-o their eyes before they in 
stalled a concentrating plant and took 
other means to secure values from the 
ore. They had thus far attained a depth 
Of 200 feet and had 1,200 feet of drifts 
and tills ■\vork had exposed 20,000 tons of 

ore. 

They arc now shipping 7,000 tons of 
first grade ore to the smelter and have 
8,000 toiiH of second and third grade ore 
on the dump. They have forty men 
working and at i)reseut the pay roll of 
the Van Anda people and themselves is 
$liO,000 a month, but thot wUl not be a 
circumstance to what it will be some 
day. Mr. Palmer said the chute of ore 
on his property now exposed is 300 feet 
long and from 6 feet to 40 feet wide and 
they are now sinking a shaft 200 feet, 
before they commenced to slope out the 
ore. He and Mr. Christie have been 
engaged opening up other properties on 
the iiflands.

Speculation on the Probability 
of a New Find— Reglna

The Yukon Sun of April 10, which has 
just reached the outside, contains a care- 
ful analysis of the season's work on 
Cold Run and Sulphur creeks, each of 
which washes up about $l»6pO,000v Both 
of these crMks— in the' Indian Klver dis- 
trist— are wide and open, quite unlike 
Uunkor uud Bonanza, being no way 
conhued, and consequently were hard to 
prospect. But now that the run of 
gold has been located. Gold Ilun and 
Sulphur will be big gold-producers fur 
years to come. Sulphur is a creek 23 
miles long, and heads from the same 
dome as Dominion and Hunker, whilo 
Gold Run is a creek 12 miles long uud 
heads from a dome lying lU miles east 
of the Hunker and Comhiion dome. Al- 
together there ia close on 2,000,UuO 
buckets (10. pans to the bucketj to be 
sluiced on Gold Bun, and ollowiug 75 
cents to the bucket, which is considered 
a fair average, the clean-up this spring 
will be in the neighborhood of $1,500,000. 
It is computed that there are about 
750,000 buckets ready for sluicing on 
Sulphur claims below discovery, meaning 
$500,000 at least in result, while the
